REVIEWING BRITAIN‘S food situation 


‘in the House of Lords yesterday Lord Wool- 


ton, the Food Minister, said Britain would 
have to be ready for much greater restrictions 
than had-yet been experienced but said that 
though Britain had lost ships and would lose 
more ships she had not lost command of the 
seas and would still import.

“The demands of the armed Forces for men,’

forms of production in ever-increasing numbers.” 


The only initial qualifications 
for women trainees will be aver- 
age intelligence and physical fit- 
ness. There is no age bar. e 


Even grandmothers may apply 
50 long as they care hale and 
hearty. 


“We need 500,000 women for our 
armament factories by next Au- 
gust,” Miss Caroline Haslett, Ad- 
viser to the Minister of Labour in 
the training and employment of 
women, told a reporter. 


“The scheme will absorb almast 
the whole of the large number of 
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unemployed women of all ages. 
“Women accepted for training 
courses of eight weeks’ duration 
will be sent to technical colleges 
and engineering. works in London 
und the provinces," she added. 


“One of the mcst important 
points in the scheme is that the 
women will receive the same pay- 


‘ment and allowances as men get 


while in training" 


What They Will Get

“For the first time it has been 


recegnised that women may 
have elderly relations to sup- 
port just as men may have.”

In a dispatch from, Bel- 
grade to “The Times” & 
few days ago there ap- 
peared this comment: 
“The Berlin corres+ 
pondent of the semi- 
official Vreme wrote

the utterly unexvected losses in 
his submarine flotillas were made 
good, 


The Menace From 
The Air 


Attempts during last winter to 
make mines an alternative and 
equally effective element in the 
blockade were also defeated by 
us, wond he quickly realised how 
hollow were Gocring's pre-war 
buasts that the Luftwaffe would 
speedily stop all traffic to British 
ports. 


Neither on the gea nor in the 
ports has the German Air Force 
seriously affected the naval side 
of the war. 


Accordingly, Jast May, when 
new U-ooats begin to come inte 
service, Hitler reverted to the 
Virpitz methotls oof unrestricted 
submarine wat. He had the luck, 
which the Kaiser's Navy never 
had, to seve naval bases much 
hearer to the Atlantic traffle lanes 
He broke out of the “Wet Trian- 
gle” of the Heligoland Bight. Ever 
since then the weekly totals of 
tonnage sunk have been serious. 
They have fluctuated for reasons 
to be discussed Jater, but the aver- 
uge of the six months is a big 
figure. 


Those who only see the indivi- 
dual weekly returns may not 
have realised just the size of the 
inroads made on the world’s sea- 
carrying capacity, so it may be 
well to give a tabulation, correct- 
ed by Admiralty figures, of the 
losses for six months.

The table. however, throws an 
interesting light on the ebb and 
flow of the battle of the Atlante. 
It will be seen that in every 


month there is one outstanding 
week and at least one (occasion- 
ally two) when the total falls to 
about half the general average, 

This fluctuation was also a 
characteristie of the 1917 attacks, 
and the meaning of it, as we dls- 
covered then, is that only a pro- 
portion of the U-boat captaing are 
really competent, and that the 
periods when these few men are 
back in harbour, resting and re- 
peters are comparatively quies- 
cent. 


1 In 10 Dangerous 


The official German history of 
the last U-boat campaign listed 
twenty “aces” and some twenty- 
five “next best” among the com- 
manding officers, Allowing for 
men killed on service and replaced 
by promoted first. officers, there 
were about 450 captains engaged 
throughout the war. One in ten of 
them was really dangerous to our 
shipping. 


And, as further evidence of their 
vil, it may be pointed out that 
only three of the twenty “aces” 
were eliminated—one by an ac- 
cident at sea, one by the destruc- 
tion of his boat, and one by cap- 
ture. The ‘“dog-fox” in submar- 
ine warfare well deserved the 
nickname given to him by our 
hunting flotillas. 


The solution of the problem, 
Now as then, is multiplication of 
the number of hunting craft, It 
is true that modern detector ap- 
Paratus has to some extent eased 
the work of locating the sub- 
merged vessel, but against that the 
area in which the Germans can 
work is tar more extensive now, 
owing to the fact that they can 
start their operations from the 
occupied ports on the Bay of 
Biscay, and so save the 3,000 mile 
trek round the North of Scotland 
from the German bases, 


A Comforting Estimate 


It is not yet permissible to dis- 
close the scene of all théir attacks, 
but indications of some localities 
have been given, since the in- 
formation was already known 
publicly in neutral countries. And

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“CONFUSIONISM” 

In a dispatch from Bel- 
grade to “The Times” a} 
few days ago there ap~ 
peared this comment: 
“The Berlin corres~ 
pondent of the semi- 
official © Vreme wrote 
to-day that high German 
circles were declaring that 
Germany has beén ‘Tead- 
ing journalists on’ with

This is a good example 
of the new technique of, 
propaganda developed te 
a high art by the Nazis. It) 
consists of spreading half 
a dozen different rumours, 
to confound the enemy, of 
turning the other cheek 
while preparing to slay 
the bemused, of display- 
ing coyness and an ac- 
commodating spirit that 
glove a murderous intent. 
It might be called the 
technique of “confusion- 
ism.” nm 

“Confusionism” played 
avery real part in the 
downfall of France before 
and during; the German 
armed attack. It is being 
used on France to-day 
with a devilish disregard 
of human feelings but 
with the same singleness 
of purpose that has car- 
ried Nazism thus far. The 
Vichy Government is told 
that some of the many 
French prisoners will be 
released; then the an- 
nouncement is found to 
have been premature. The 
frontier between occupied 
and unoccupied France is, 
opened a little; then it is 
closed tight. Rumours are’ 
spread that the British 
people hate the French ; 
and care nothing about, 
suffering humanity. 
Classes are played off, 
one against another. 
A brand of _ social- 
ism is offered to workers;

80 per cent. of Italy’s im- 
ports. 


This is shown in a statement 
issued by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture = (says 
Reuter). 

“The blockade has been so ef- 
fective in stopping the flow of 
sorely needed foodstuffs and agri- 
cwtural materials that the Italian 
economic — structure has been 
severely disorganised,” the state- 
ment says, 

“Italy went into the war with 
little or no reserve of vital agri- 
cultural products, especially cot- 
ton, wool: rubber, cereals, meats 
and oil seeds, 


Lack of Fats 


“It is difficult to see how coun- 
tries that might send supplies by 
land can furnish ltaly with pro- 
ducts such as rubber, cotton, jute, 
wool, fats, meat and coffec. 

“Thus the lack of fats, oils and 
meats muy become mcre serious 
as the British blockade continues. 

“In this case the Italian people ~ 
may expect much stricter rations 
and nossibly five or six meatless 
days.” 

The effects of the food short- 
age are very acute in some parts 
of southern Italy and the islands,

Neither on the sea nor in the 
ports has the German Air Force 
scriously affected the naval side 
of the war.

1 in 10 Dangerous 


The official German history of 
the last U-boat campaign listed 
twenty “aces” and some twenty- 
five “next best" among the com- 
manding officers, Allowing for 
men killed on service and replaced 
by promoted first officers, there 
were about 450 captains engaged 
throughout the war. One in ten of 
them was really dangerous to our 
shipping. 


And, as further evidence of their 
skill, it may be pointed out that 
only three of the twenty “aces” 
were eliminated—one by an ac- 
cident at sea, one by the destruc- 
tion of his boat, and one by cap- 
ture. The “dog-fox"” in submar~ 
ine warfare well deserved the 
nickname given to him by our 
hunting flotillas. 


The solution of the problem, 
Now as then, is multiplication of 
the number of hunting craft. It 
is true that modern detector ap- 
paratus has to some extent eased 
the work of locating the sub-

— well-known as the Seventy-Six — organised by 
Wang Ching-wei’s Gestapo at No. 76, Jessfield Road, 
General Liu Te-ming, former Commander of the 
Chinese Volunteers in the North-western provinces 
in 1930-31, Counsellor of the Director-General's 
Headquarters in Mongolia in 1937, and former Com- 
mander of guerilla forces in Mongolia, arrived in 
Hong Kong over the week-end after serving four 
months in the concentration camp. 

Slightly deaf and lame, the result of the treat- 
ment in the camp, General Liu gave an exclusive 

. interview to the “China Mail” at the St. Francis 


Hotel this morning. 

Wester Shubnyhai, he stated, is 
now virtually controlled by — the 
Japinese military, Pan San-sen,a 
notorious gangster, and Li Szee- 

‘tehun, head of Wang Ching-wer's 
Gestapo, 

In the course of the interview, 
yeneral Liu said that he was 
suspected of underground activi- 
ties anc was arrested by Wang 
Ching-wei's Secret Service agents 
in March last year 

He owas thrown into Wang's 
“Concentration Camp" at No. 76, 
Jessiield Road and was imprison- 
ed there for four months, 

They put him through the third 
degree, stripping him naked and 
Whipping him on the baek with 
his hands and feet tied,

Escape To Soochow 


On the. pretext that he needed 
rest and medical treatment, Gen- 
eral Liu was granted sick leave 
and given a “Good Citizen Certi- 
ficate” which at first allowed him 
to-move only within the city lim- 

. its of Nanking. Later he was al- 
Jowed ‘o travel between Nanking 
and Shanghai, always, however, 
accompanied by agents for “pro; 
tection.” 

Apparently believing that Gen- 
eral Liu had been completely “re- 
formed," Wane’s Gestapo retaxed 
their “protection” measures and 
General Liu. was able to move 
mote freely in Shanghai though 
his movements were always 
watched. 

Managing to get to Soochow, 
however, General Liu looked up 
a friend, and with his assistance, 
secured passage on 2 steamer te 
Hong Kong, where he. arrived

There was no racing in the South 
after June, meetings being held in 
the Midlat ds and the North oan 
addition to Newmarket 


Djebel In France 
A French horse, Djebel, won 
the 2000 Guineas and then went 
back to his own country. When 
France capitulated Djebel was re- 
ported to have been sent to Ger- 
many, but he has since reported 
to have won a race in France, 

Many meetings were cancelled
